Bishop J. O. Patterson will be 
installed a fifth time as Presiding 
Bishop of the church.

Burnett, will be installed to serve 
the church another four years. 
Dr. R. L. Jones will be installed 
as chairman of the National 
Board of Trustees. 


The inaugural service has been 
one of splendor these past years. 
The inaugural’s beauty is only 
surpassed by its significance. 
This service consecrates our 
leadership. With them, the 
national ministry will be focused 
and activated. Every saint has a 
part in this necessary activity.

In recent months, many of our 
church’s oldest and most 
venerable saints have gone home 
to glory. Bishop John Walter 
White has joined ranks of the 
saints gone to live with Jesus. He 
follows Bishop J. S. Bailey and 
Bishop J. A. Blake. All of them 
were general board members. 


Bishop White was born May 25, 
1885, in Stateline, Mississippi. 
His parents, the late Frank and 
Annie Pierce White, were of the 
Baptist church. His _ parents 
provided excellent Christian 
training in their home. As a child 
and a young man, Bro. White 
served his church as Sunday 
School Superintendent and 
deacon. During those years, he 
accepted holiness and had a 
pentecostal experience that 
affected the remainder of his 


life. 


He accepted the ministry as his 
vocation and organized the St. 
John Temple Church of God in 
Christ in Bogalusa, Louisiana. He 
pastored for sixty-two years. 
Down through the years, he 
served the Church of God in 
Christ whenever and wherever 
called upon. 


Through the years of ministry, 
Bishop White was never alone. 
Mother Elizabeth Abrams White 
supported him as wife and 
partner in the faith for fifty-six 
years. She was with him on April 
5, 1984 when Bishop White was 


admitted to the hospital. After a } 
ten month struggle with illness 


and senior years, he departed 
this life on January 8, 1985. 
Mother White was with him to 


the end. 


The jurisdiction mourned his 
loss and commemorated his life 
on January, 18, 1985. The 
Bishop Roy L. H. Winbush 
officiated. The national church 
celebrated the life of Bishop 
White on the following day. 
Presiding Bishop, J. O. 
Patterson, was chief officiant of 
the services. 


The entire Church shall miss this 
kindly elder statesman of 
holiness. He served as a General 
Board member for sixteen years 
and was recently granted 
emeritus status.

VALUE OF CONTINUITY

This coming April will signal the 
fifth time our Church has 
celebrated the inauguration of a 
“New Presidium.’’ Our Church 
leadership is doing a fine job of 
guiding the Church. Christ is 
very much the Head of the 
Church, and the Holy Ghost 
daily manifests Himself at will. 
There is a continuity of spirit, 
community and leadership as a 
result of the preservation of our 
sanctified standards.

The vote was 
both an open and_ closed 
assessment of the church’s 
direction. Privately, each 
delegate stood in the voting 
booth and assessed the quality 
of leadership that had been 
given. Publicly, the vote tally 
suggested our private criticisms

were not incidental but rather a 
significant indication of our 
judgments. We maintained our 
present General Board and 
brought three new members on 
board. The composition of the 
General Board is consistent and 
not a swing in any direction. It is 
like the old saying, “something 
old and something new”’. There 
are men serving a consecutive 
term on the board and men 
preparing for the first term. 


Continuity of leadership is 
developed because _ people 
choose to support those they 
have elected. Quality leadership 
is developed and tested by the 
frequent and often difficult 
circumstances of guiding people. 
Trial and error, in addition to 
mature skills, make leaders. Of 
course, the prayers of the 
righteous will help also. 


The fathers of the Church have 


established a record of 
continuity. The world has 
recorded our smooth and 


efficient flow of power. This is 
an excellent example of quality 
leadership for the youth of 
today to understand leadership 
for tomorrow.

Graze Kinard was born April 10, 
1896, in Hazlehurst, Mississippi, 
where he received his early 
education. He was saved from 
his sins in the year 1918, in 
Money, Mississippi. 


In 1923, he came to Wichita, 
Kansas, and united with the 
First Church of God in Christ, 
under the pastorate of the late 
Elder A. J. Jones, and served 
there as a deacon for twenty-five 
years. In 1927, he was united in 
marriage to Hattie McBee, and 
to this union was born five 
children.

Traveling with us was an 
NBC representative and a pastor 
of the Baptist persuasion. 


Our trip was one of concern for 
the condition which had been 
brought to our attention. 


After arriving in Haiti the 
evangelists felt it necessary to 
live among the people to truly 
get a real feeling and sight of 
how they live, and so we did. We 
concermed ourselves mostly with 
our church situations there and 
promoted the Church of God in 
Christ one hundred percent. 


The first day was spent traveling 
to one of the mountain 
churches. We were driven twenty 
eight miles up the mountain and 
we walked two miles. God gave 
us strength and one mother from 
Florida (Mother Lula Hunter, 
eighty years young) went all the 
way with us and I must say she 
did better than anyone else in 
the group. 


Before we started the climb she 
stated what she called ‘The 
Mountain Climbers Creed.” “I 
WILL LIFT UP MINE EYES 
UNTO THE HILLS FROM 
WHENCE COMETH MY HELP, 
MY HELP COMETH FROM 
THE LORD”...... After that the 
climbing was easier and 
enjoyable. We were blessed to be 
a physical and financial help to 
this church. 


Traveling through the streets of 
Haiti is a mind _ bogging 
experience. The feeling of 
wanting to “save” or “rescue” a 
whole nation becomes evident, 
but knowing that was impossible 
we decided to share as far as our 
means would go. 


On Tuesday Night we were in 
service with Bishop Lopez 
Datruche, Prelate of Haiti. Our 
president shared the Word with 
the people there and we were all 
benefited and given a spiritual 
uplift. 


The department was fortunate 
enough to purchase ten goats, 
five hundred pounds of rice, 
four hundred pounds of beans, 
donate two hundred dollars to 
an orphanage, supply clothes to 


hundreds and feed over two 
hundred people on the day we 
returned home (at the bishop’s 
church). We are aware what we 
did was only a drop in the 
bucket, but it takes drops to fill 
the bucket and as caring people 
we plan to put a few more drops 
in. 


It was a real joy to visit the C.H. 
Mason, Mattie McGlothen 
Pavilion for the aging and unwed 
mothers. Our church is being 
represented in Haiti, W.I. in a 
most unique way. 


Not only has the Department of 
Evangelism become involved, 
but President Battles’ two 
churches have also become 
TOTALLY involved. We now 
have a Haiti Project on, 
especially for inflatable beds for 
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the children in orphanage homes 
who sleep on the floor. The 
response has been rewarding. 
This is being done through the 
Evangelist Department. 


The concerned travelers were 
President and Sister KE. L. 
Battles, Dr. Elizabeth Copeland 
Mother Lula Hunter, Evangelist 
Eva Orange, Elder Brooks, Rev. 
C. D. Robinson, and Joy C. 
Bryon, from NBC. We have 
pledges from those who traveled 
to support teachers for our 
church schools there, to put a 
floor in one of the churches and 
to help build another one. 


Should the Lord delay His 
coming, we will return to Haiti 
to do a bigger and better job for 
kingdom building this year.

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GOD’S WOMEN 


PRAY

THERE IS NO _ Power like 
prayer. It takes us beyond 
ourselves and gives life the 


enlargements, the horizon, the 
power that God wants for us all. 
Prayer is a direction of life. It is 
focusing one’s deepest and most 
personal attention on God. A 
writer once wrote of prayer; 
“The most powerful form of 
energy one can generate is 
prayer. Prayer is a force as real 
as terrestrial gravity. Prayer like 
radium is a luminous and 
self-generating form of energy.” 


WHEN WE APPROACH God in 
prayer, it is easy to complicate a 
very simple process with rhetoric 
that has little significance to the 
matter at hand. Jesus told his 
disciples; But when ye pray, use 
not vain repetitions as the 
heathen do: for they think that 
they shall be heard for their 
much speaking. Be ye. not 
therefore like unto them: for 
your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of, before 
you ask him (Matt. 6:7, 8). 


THERE ARE _ PRINCIPLES 
which must be followed when 
we approach God in prayer. 
First, we must ask God for what 
we need or want. What things 
soever ye desire when you pray, 
believe that you receive them 
and ye shall have them (Mark 
11:24). It is the delight of the 
Father for us to make our 
request known. How much more 
shall your Father which is in 
heaven give good things to them 
that ask him? (Matt. 7:11b). 


SECOND, AFTER WE have 
made our request known, we 
must locate a scripture and 
meditate on that promise. There 


are thousands of promises in the 
Bible. One of those should be 
applicable to the situation. 
Whereby are given unto us 
exceeding great and precious 
promises: that by these ye might 
be partakers of the divine 
nature, having escaped the 
corruption that is in the world 
through lust (II Peter 1:4). 


THIRD, WE MUST not look at 
the problem but rather keep our 
eyes on Jesus. Looking to Jesus, 
the author and finisher of our 
faith (Heb. 12:2a). Remember 
the story of Peter as he walked 
on the water? As long as his eyes 
were set on Jesus, he did just 
fine. When he looked about him 
and focused his attention on the 
situation, he began to sink. 


FOURTH, PRAISE the Lord for 
the answer before it becomes a 
reality. This is where we must 
activate our faith. Be careful for 
nothing; but in everything by 
prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your requests be 
made known unto God (Phil. 
4:6). 


WHILE FOLLOWING the basic 
principles of prayer, it is also 
essential that we examine our 
life to determine if we qualify 
for answered prayers. There is a 
surge of believers today who 
have been seriously misguided. 
God is indeed all power and he 
will give us the desires of our 
heart, but we must be in right 
standing with God. “Nothing 
less” than a holy will will be 
acceptable. If I regard iniquity in 
my heart, the Lord will not hear 
me (Psalm 66:18). Create in me 
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THE PROSPERITY OF 
THE SAINTS 


“Let the Lord be magnified, 
which hath pleasure in the 
prosperity of His servant.” 
(Psalm 35:27b) 


When Satan can’t trick the saints 
any other way, he works on us 
in the area of finances. People 
who are strong in the face of 
other temptations can be weak 
about money. He will tempt us 
to worry that our needs will not 
be met, or that we will not 
proper like our friends. He will 
encourage us to concentrate on 
getting money for ourselves or 
for our ministries, and turn our 
attention away from _ serving 
God. And he will tell us that 
people who live right will never 
have enough. 


But he is a liar, and God delights 
to see His servants prosper. He 
wants us to be blessed and He 
wants us to have everything that 
is best for us. He has already 
planned for us to have things 
that are wonderful beyond our 
imagination. And when He gives 
blessings to His children, those 
blessings do not make _ us 
unhappy. The things that we get 
for ourselves can cause pain (if 
you get a home ora job or mate 
outside of God’s will, you’ll end 
up miserable!). But God’s 
prosperity-the kind that He gives 
us when we stay in His will-can 
only be a blessing. Proverbs 
10:22 says, “‘The blessing of the 
Lord maketh rich, and He 
addeth no sorrow with it.” 


God can give you much more 
than you can get for yourself, 
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because He can give you eternal 


life along with the material 
blessings. Any sinner can get a 
fine house or an expensive car or 
luxurious clothes. But where will 
that sinner’s soul end? If you 
allow God to bless you, He will 
give you prosperity and eternal 
life-comfort in this world and 
heaven in the next-if you allow 
Him to. 


So often we put our energies 
into seeking for material things 
instead of seeking for His 
kingdom. Often we even worry 
about money being supplied for 
our churches, or we fret about 
fancy new buildings and 
equipment, instead of trusting 
God to supply the needs of His 
ministry. If you spent as much 
time seeking God in prayer as 
you do asking Him to do things 
for you, how much stronger 
would you be? 


This is why Jesus told us to seek 
God’s_ kingdom ffirst. If we 
concentrate on doing God’s will, 
then we are free to receive all 
that He wants to give us. As 
saints, we are not responsible for 
GETTING our blessing; we just 
have to RECEIVE them from a 
loving Father who is eager to 
bless. He wants us to be 
prosperous, and we need to 
know what godly prosperity is. 


When we are prosperous 
according to God’s plan, we have 
everything that we need to exist 
on this earth: food and clothing 
and shelter (Matthew 6:33). We 
have enough for ourselves and 
enough to give away to those in 
need (II Corinthians 9:8). And 
we are able to be content with 
what God gives us (Hebrews 
13:5). 


He gives some of us more than 
He gives others, and we don’t 
need to know why some saints 
have much and others have little. 
Just be sure that you are in His 
will, and ready to receive 
whatever He gives you. Then be 
thankful for all of His gifts to 
you.

But when 
thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou has shut 
the door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret; and thy 
Father which seeth in secret 
shall reward thee openly (Matt. 
6:6). 


OUR PRAYERS BRING 
ANSWERS when we pray with 
faith. Without faith it is 
impossible to please him. He 
that cometh to God first must 
believe that God is and that he is 
a yrewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him (Heb. 11:6). 
Our faith enables us to believe 
before we see the results. 


WHILE WE PRAY IN faith 
believing, we must use the name 
above all others. The sweet name 
of Jesus. Verily, verily I say unto 
you, whatsoever ye ask the 
Father in my name, he will give 
it to you (John 16:28). 


A FERVENT PRAYER LIFE 
allows you to grow and progress 
in the ways of the Lord.

“WHAT IS FAITH” 


Mary 


On November 29th as I was 
preparing for my morning 
devotion, I asked the Lord to 
teach me something from His 
Word. Immediately He spoke to 
my heart, FAITH. I then asked 
Him for a special clarity on 
Hebrews 11:1. This He 


marvelously did; I wish to share : 


it with you. 


Since faith has many facets, we 
shall deal in just one area. First, 
let me state what faith is not. It 
is not our taking a desire and 
straining to hold on, while 
believing strongly enough, then 
praying and fasting long enough 
until it comes to pass. Further 
more, much heartache and 
weakening of ones faith can be 
had from claiming on object or 
desire without a _ definite 
assurance from the Lord. It is 
similar to a child asking a parent 
for something and claiming it 
without the parent giving an 
answer. The answer maybe yes, 
and it may just be NO, according 
to what the parent feels is truly 
best for the child. 


What then is the faith spoken of 
in the 11th chapter of Hebrews? 
The first verse states: “Faith is 
the SUBSTANCE of things 
hoped for, the EVIDENCE of 
things not seen.”’ Let’s dissect 
that verse. SUBSTANCE is the 
thing hoped for, the desire or 
what one is praying for or acting 
upon. EVIDENCE, or proof, 
that it shall be obtained is 
ALWAYS the Word of God. 


The Word of God comes to us in 
various ways. It may be directly 
spoken as to the old Patriarchs. 
It may come from the 
INSPIRED Word of God; the 
Bible. We are dealing here with 
Tose L UM I NE Dor 
QUICKENED Word to our 
hearts for a special condition. It 
may come _ through strong 
unctions or reassurances from 
the Holy Ghost. It may come 
from an anointed message or 
words from an individual used of 
God. SPECIAL dreams from 
God are another source in which 
He may give His word. 


Let us return to the 11th 
chapter of Hebrews and with the 
help of the old Patriarchs further 
study the meaning of their faith. 
Throughout this chapter dealing 
with the old Biblical characters 
you will find the two 
components of faith always 
present, SUBSTANCE and 
EVIDENCE. Hebrews 11:8 
reads, “By faith Abraham, when 
he was called to go out into a 
place which he should after 
receive for an _ inheritance 
obeyed: and he went out not 
knowing whither he went.” The 
inheritance was _ the 
SUBSTANCE. It was the thing 
promised and hoped for by 
Abraham. The EVIDENCE, or 
proof, though unseen, he would 
receive it, was the spoken Word 
of God. Hebrews 11:30 speaks 
of Joshua and the walls of 
Jericho. By faith the walls of 
Jericho fell down. The falling of

the walls was the SUBSTANCE; 
the spoken Word of God was the 
EVIDENCE. Back in Hebrews 
11:11 deals with Sara. Through 
faith, although aged, strength to 
conceive and deliver the seed, 
Isaac, was given. The 
SUBSTANCE was Isaac; the 
word of God spoken by the 
angels was the EVIDENCE. In 
the healings by our Saviour, 
Jesus, the condition was. the 
SUBSTANCE; the EVIDENCE 
was the Word of God, which was 
Jesus, Himself. Jesus is_ the 
Word! 


A good example of faith relates 
to the late spiritual giant, R. A. 
Torrey. He was called to pray 
for a member» of his 
congregation, who was a young 
dentist taken ill with typhoid 
fever. Torrey found the young 
man unconscious. The. father 
and doctor sat at his bedside. 
The doctor explained the young 
man would not live; the crisis 
has passed and it had turned the 
wrong way. Yet, as Torrey 
prayed, he felt a_ great 
confidence come into his heart, 
an absolutely unshakable 
confidence that God had heard 
his prayer and that the young 
man would recover. Here we 
have SUBSTANCE, the prayer 
for the young man’s recovery. 
The EVIDENCE was the strong 
confidence God placed within 
Torreys heart. Later, a call came 
from the hospital, the young man 
was dying. Torrey confidently 
said, ‘‘He will not die; he will get 
well.” True to his statement the 
young man fully recovered. 


Tite wth TORS GOD IS 
PREEMINENT OVER ALL 
ACTIONS OF FAITH. A walk 
of faith and not by sight must be 
a walk according to the WILL 
OF GOD FOR ONES LIFE, 
TT RwUSS: TaleNnG ve Ge OrnD 
COMPLETELY. The Lord gives 
the EVIDENCE according to 
HIS WILL. I John 5:14 states: 
“And this is the confidence we 
have in Him, that if we ask 
anything according to His will, 
He heareth us:’? How shall we 
know His will? Philippians 2:13 
states: “For it is God which 
worketh in you both to will and 
to do of HIS good pleasure.” 
True faith does not work outside 
of the will of God. Romans 
8:26, 27 also speaks of the Spirit 
interceeding according to the 
will of God. Sometimes, He 
suffers us to act by His 
permissive will, but the optimum 
is acting by God’s Divine will. 


Let us go further and take a look 
at MUSTARD SEED FAITH. I 
must admit in the past I have 
sung the song, “Faith, faith, 
faith, just a little bit of faith. 
You don’t need a whole lot; just 
use what you’ve got, etc.” I 
know this is in direct opposition 
to the will of God for our lives. 


Matthew 17:20 reads: “‘...if you 
have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed, ye shall say unto this 
mountain, remove hence to 
yonder place: and it shall 


remove; and nothing shall be 
impossible to you.” Let’s dissect 
that verse. First Jesus said if you 
have FAITH, let’s stop there. 
What is faith? It is comprised of 
SUBSTANCE, in this case the 
mountain moving, while the 
EVIDENCE, would be_ the 
revealed word of God in 
whatever manner it came. 
Therefore, if God revealed for 
you to speak to the mountain, 
and believing Him, acted upon 
His word, THE MOUNTAIN 
WOULD HAVE TO MOVE! God 
backs up His word. Too often 
we look at the size of the 
problem rather than the size of 
God’s word. When Jesus used 
the mustard seed as a 
comparison, He was not saying if 
you have faith the SIZE of a 
mustard seed, He said if you 
have faith AS a grain of mustard 
seed. His emphasis was not on 
the SIZE, but the HARDINESS 
of the seed. 


This seed found in the Holy 
Land (not our mustard green 
seed) is so small it is almost dust. 
Yet, it will probe its way 
through crevices of rocks or 
around any obstruction and 
burst forth to become a tree 
birds nest in. Jesus is saying 
despite our human limitations 
and inabilities, if we have the 
hardy faith of the mustard seed, 
if God reveals it, we will cling to 
the promise and press by all 
doubts, unbelief and obstacles 
until the promise comes to 
fruition. This does not call fora 
LITTLE faith; this calls for 
GREAT faith. 


Jesus never commended anyone 
for having just a little faith. He 
always rebuked them. When 
Peter began sinking, Jesus said, 
BOM wetnoum Ole. alittlen faith 
wherefore didst thou doubt?” 
Matthew 14:31. So a little faith 
is a doubting faith; a doubting 
faith is a wavering faith. James 
1:8 says this man (a wavering 
man) will receive nothing from 
the Lord. So just a little faith 
will not move a molehill, nor a 
mountain, whether it be 
LITERAL or FIGURATIVE. 


Here are a few portions of 
Scripture in which Jesus 
condemns little faith: 
Concerning worry ‘“...0 ye of 
little faith’, Matthew 6:30. 
Disciples afraid of the storm, 
“«...Why are ye so fearful, O ye 
of little faith?’ Matthew 8:26; 
to his disciples, ‘*...0 ye of little 
faith why reason among 
yourselves because ye have no 
bread.”’ Matthew 16:8; During 
the storm...“*...Where is your 
faith?” Luke 8:25. 


Now here are portions of 
Scripture in which Jesus 
commended individuals for their 
great faith: The woman insisting 
on help, ‘“...0 woman great is 
thy faith.” Matthew 15:28; 
speaking to the centurion, “...I 
have not found so great faith, 
no not in Israel.” Matthew 
9:29; Paul speaking of Abraham 
wrote,“....and not being weak in 


faith,’ Romans 4:19. In 
retuming to Jesus, to the blind 
men He said, “...According to 
your faith be it unto You.” 
Matthew 9:29 


What is great faith? Great faith is 
believing in God to the extend 
that whatever God reveals to us 
to do, we act upon it, doubting 
not, knowing He is able and will 
perform that, that He has 
promised. And that there is not 
anv obstacle that can block our 
way if God _ has spoken. 
Remember faith without works 
or action is dead. It means that 
which God desired, revealed or 
answered our requests in the 
affirmative, hence His desire was 
not brought to fruition. In 
closing it is good for us to also 
remember that the PRAYER OF 
FAITH is a prayer prompted by 
the Holy Ghost according to the 
will of God. 


“Likewise the Spirit helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not 
what we should pray for as we 
ought: but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot’ be 
uttered.’ Romans 8:26

according to His direction; give 
when He leads and you’ll never 
suffer from your giving. 


Above all, serve Him. God had 
pleasure in the prosperity of HIS 
servant. Let your one goal in life 
be to serve Him. Say and think 
and do the things that please 
Him. Always check yourself to 
be sure that you are in His will. 


Don’t let anyone turn you away 
from God, who is the source of 
your blessings (James 1:17). 


When there are needs in your 
life, pray about those things 
specifically. Ask Him if there is 
something you need to be doing 
to meet those needs. And then, 
after you pray, praise God 
(Philippians 4:6, 7) and His 
peace will fill your heart even 
before He meets the need. 


‘Finally, when you are concerned 


about your material prosperity, 
magnify the Lord. Since He is 
Lord, He is in control. Remind 
yourself that no one is bigger 
than God; if He plans to bless 
you, no one can stop it. So 


remember His promises, and 
magnify Him. When you 
magnify something, what 


happens? You are able to see it 
more clearly. The nature of the 
thing being magnified does not 
change; you are just able to 
appreciate it more fully. This is 
also true when you magnify 
God. As you praise Him, you are 
able to see His work more 
clearly. You are more able to 
appreciate Him. And you can 
relax in the confidence that He 
wants you to have all that you 
need. 


(Be sure that your concept of 
your need is in line with His 
concept, or else Satan will tell 
you that God’s word is not true. 
If you think that you need a 
Rolls Royce but God knows that 
you need a Ford, you will get 
discouraged unless you realize 
that God knows your needs 
better than you do.) 


Nothing is worth your soul; 
there is no reason to sin so that 
you can be prosperous. If you 
have already committed sins in 
that area-if you have rebelled 
against God and tried to bless 
yourself, instead of letting Him 
bless you-I challenge you today 
to ask Him to forgive you. (He’ll 
be glad to.) And then make a 
change in your life. Concentrate 
on serving Him and letting Him 
bless you. You will then be truly

NEWS FOR 
VETS 


The Veterans Administration 
announced today that the 
Emergency Veterans’ Job 
Training Act has been extended 
and that eligible Korea and 
Vietnam Era veterans have until 
February 28th to make initial 
application for placement under 
the program. 


Robert Bielak, director of the 
Nashville VA Regional Office, 
said that employers now have 
until September 1, to place 


veterans in on-the-job training

positions under the program. He 
said applications for renewal of 
eligibility from veterans already 
certified to participate would be 
accepted beyond the February 
28th date. 


Bielak said the program provides 
a ‘‘unique incentive’’ to 
employers to hire and train 
unemployed veterans. ‘‘It’s 
particularly attractive to small 
businessmen,” he said “because 
it reimburses them immediately 
rather than through traditional 
end-of-year tax credits’. 


More than 20,000 veterans went 
to work in new jobs last year 
under the program; 604 in 
Tennessee according to the 
Tennessee Department of 
Employment Security. The VA 
pays their employers 50 percent 
of their starting hourly rate of 
pay for up to nine months, 15 
for disabled veterans, to a 
maximum reimbursement of 
$10,000 per veteran.
